In spite of the show- 
ers, it is still the best vacation 
spot on earth, we think. 

We are writing to you because 
of our interest in the park and 
our gratitude to the people of 
Jasper. All the advertising of 
Jasper that we have seen features 
the Lodge, which is a lovely place, 
but too expensive for thousands 
of middle-class persons like our- 
selves. We wonder if you fully 
appreciate the asset you have in 
the fine, friendly people who 
make up the year-round popula- 
tion of the town, and whose small, 
independent businesses contribute 
in large measure to the happiness 
that we who cannot afford the 
Lodge, find in Jasper. 

Why not feature these people in 
Jasper advertisitg? Why sot do 
everything possible to assist them 
because of their contribution to 
the success of the park? 

For instance, the pony barns 
are about to be removed to a 
location less accessible to town 
because of the installation of a 
swimming pool amd the need for 
more houses. Access to these 
stables should not be dependent 
upon motor cars, for these people 
wil] lose busines and the delight- 
ful pony trails will lose enthusi- 
astic riders ... We happen to 
be horseback-+iders and this 
summer alone we rode more than 
two hundred miles over Jasper's 
trails. We were greatly helped 
by the presence of guiding signs, 
erected since 1946, but would like 
to recommend that more be add- 
ed...

This is by no mezns the first 
evidence we have had that Mos- 
cow isn't finding it easy to subju- 
gate these liberty-loving coun- 
tries. Unrest has shown itself in 
virutlly al! pf them—Yugoslavia, 
Crecnoslovakia, Poland, Hyn~ary, 
Pinland. Romania. Even the three 
little Beltic states which Moscow 
annexed are report W to be miser- 
able in their servitude. 

Rusela’s latest assault on relig- 
ion has been directed against 
Crechoslovexia end Hungary. In 
Crechoslovakia leadevs of the 
Protestant churches have been 
warned “to put their ranks in 
order with the state.” They are 
accused of having “ties with the 
Anglo-Saxon world which is 
against us.” 

At the same time there has 
been a fresh blast of abuse 
against the Roman Catholic 
church of Czechoslovakia. The 
Pregue radio has cherged that 
“cardinals and archbishops be- 
came the spokesmen of Fascism 
in Central Burope.”

States secretary of state. has char- 
acterized the action against Car- 
dinal Mindszenty as a sickening 
sham.
